Kelly skips 

council 

meeting 


O Mayor has refused to discuss Thibeault 
issue with press O No explanation for 
his absence from the mayor’s office 


Mayor Peter Kelly couldn’t make a 
regularly scheduled Halifax region¬ 
al council session due to “outside 
meetings,” Deputy Mayor Bill 
Karsten told reporters Tuesday. 

Karsten, who chaired the meet¬ 
ing in Kelly’s absence, said he 
received an email from the may¬ 
or’s office around 10:45 Tuesday 
morning to notify him Kelly would 
not be in attendance. 

“My understanding, the official 
understanding, is that he has some 
outside meetings,” Karsten told 
reporters at city hall. “That’s real¬ 
ly all I know. If you have any other 
questions perhaps you can contact 
someone in the mayor’s office.” 

When asked if there was a rea¬ 
son Kelly was absent, a staffer in 
the mayor’s office who did not give 
her name said she was “not pre¬ 
pared to share (the reason).” 

Kelly has been difficult to track 


down over the past week, after a 
local alt-weekly reported the may¬ 
or has neglected his duties as execu¬ 
tor of a Halifax woman’s will. 

Maiy Thibeault died in 2004, but 
according to The Coast a number of 
her heirs have not received their 
due. 

Kelly’s office told Metro on 
Thursday the mayor would not be 
commenting on the issue. Kelly has 
not returned emails and phone 
calls requesting an interview. 

When reporters have reached 
him, he has consistently referred 
the matter to his lawyer, Harry 
Thompson. 

Thompson told The Coast he 
could not comment on the matter, 
due to solicitor-client privilege. He’s 
been out of the province since the 
stoiy broke, and has not returned 
email and telephone requests for 
an interview, ©alexboutilier

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HRM wants to keep tax levels stable in 2012 


Halifax regional council 
have directed municipal 
staff to keep combined resi¬ 
dential and transit taxes at 
2011 levels. 

In a budget update at 
Halifax City Hall on Tues¬ 
day, municipal staff pre¬ 
sented four different 
scenarios for general and 
transit tax rates. 

The recommended op¬ 
tion included a 0.7 cent in¬ 


crease in the transit tax 
rates and a 4.8 cent reduc¬ 
tion in the general tax 
rates, which staff say will 
result in no change in the 
average urban tax bill of 
$1,667. 

But because of new 
homes in HRM, holding the 
tax rate at 2011 levels is es¬ 
timated to result in a $10- 
million increase in revenue. 

Under that scheme, com-

mercial tax rates would de¬ 
cline by about 4.4 per cent, 
according to HRM’s manag¬ 
er of fiscal and tax policy 
Bruce Fisher. Commercial 


taxes are already signifi¬ 
cantly higher than residen¬ 
tial rates, with an average 
bill of $38,000. 

But according to Coun. 
Tim Outhit, businesses will 
still be facing a bump in 
their bill due to assessment 
increases. 

“We’re hearing that the 
rate is going up on average 
of 5.4 per cent,” said Outhit. 

He said he would like 


staff to come back to coun¬ 
cil with a report on what 
would be required as far as 
cuts and legislation to also 
freeze the increase for the 
commercial-tax base. 

In the end, council di¬ 
rected staff to pursue their 
preferred option while 
preparing a report on the 
effect of freezing commer¬ 
cial tax bills for the year.

Council gives Skye chance to rise 


O Council votes to take 48-storey 
project to public consultation

Halifax regional council re¬ 
jected a staff recommenda¬ 
tion to kill a two-building, 
48-storey project planned 
for downtown Halifax. 

Municipal staff warned 
that moving forward with 
“Skye Halifax,” the off¬ 
spring of the failed “Twist¬ 
ed Sisters” project for 1591 
Granville St., would require 
substantial alterations to 
municipal planning docu¬ 
ments. 

The proposed project is 
approximately 150 metres 
tall, while the Downtown 
Halifax Plan limits build¬ 
ings on the property to 66 
metres. Staff noted the proj¬ 
ect also negatively affects 
the view from Citadel Hill’s 
ramparts. 

If allowed, the changes 
would essentially under¬ 
mine the authority and in¬ 
tention of municipal 
planning documents, ac¬ 
cording to staff and some 
councillors. 

“I’m shocked, really, that 


we’re going in this direc¬ 
tion,” said veteran Coun. 
Bob Harvey. 

“A lot of hours, a lot of 
days, a lot of years spent on 
HRM by Design, (which) 
was supposed to be the end 
of the height debate.” 

Andy Fillmore, one of 
the leads on HRM by Design 
and the municipality’s 
manager of urban design, 
said the current planning 
documents ended years of 
confusion and uncertainty 
about development in the 
downtown core — and de¬ 
velopment has drastically 
increased as a result. 

“The plan is working,” 
said Fillmore. 

Some councillors were 
unconvinced. 

“I’m not going to be put 
into a comer by a docu¬ 
ment that may or may not 
represent what I or others 
feel the future holds,” said 
Coun. Steve Streatch. 

Developers United Gulf 
will now have to complete 
several more studies, in¬ 
cluding shadow and wind 
effect reports, before the 
project moves forward.

OxyContin funding dropped 


The Nova Scotia govern¬ 
ment will no longer fund 
the painkiller OxyContin 
and a new version of the 
dmg under its prescription 
drug plan. 

Health Minister Mau¬ 
reen MacDonald said Tues¬ 
day that Nova Scotia and 
the other three Atlantic 
provinces decided to stop 
funding the painkiller on 


the advice of a regional 
dmg review committee. 

The Health Department 
said the dmg will be taken 
off the provincial formula- 
ly on March 1. 

MacDonald said the 
move was part of several 
measures being examined 
to reduce the abuse of pre¬ 
scription painkillers. 

“There isn’t any one ac¬ 


tion that you can take 
that’s going to give you the 
magic solution,” said Mac¬ 
Donald. 

“It’s a complex issue 
and it requires a variety of 
measures.” 

MacDonald said cancer 
patients and those in pal¬ 
liative care who are al¬ 
ready prescribed 

OxyContin would contin¬ 


ue to receive the dmg. 

The goal, she said, is to 
limit supplies of the 
painkiller at pharmacies. 

“If it is not on the for¬ 
mulary then there will be 
less prescribing of this 
drug and there will be less 
of this drug available for 
street use,” said MacDon¬ 
ald.

The man found murdered 
in Montague Gold Mines on 
Sunday night had a history 
of drug-dealing dating back 
to 1991. 

Autopsy results revealed 
Tuesday that 55-year-old 
James Alexander (Sandy) 
Lyle of Dartmouth died 
from a gunshot wound. 

Lyle’s body was found at 
10:45 p.m. Sunday on the 
side of Montague Road. On 
Monday, police searched 
Lyle’s home at 14 Cannon 
Terrace. 

“A firearm has been re¬ 
covered and we’ll be treat¬ 
ing that as a piece of 
evidence to see if it was 
used in the commission of 


this crime,” said RCMP 
spokeswoman Const. Tam¬ 
my Lobb, who said she 
could not reveal where the 
weapon was found. 

Lobb added that no 
drugs were found in the 
Cannon Terrace home. 

In 1991, Judge Felix Cac- 
chione sentenced Lyle to 
five years in prison for traf¬ 
ficking cocaine. 

Lyle was also convicted 
of possession of a restricted 
weapon after police found a 
loaded .45 calibre semi-au¬ 
tomatic among the drug 
paraphernalia in his Maple 
Street home in Dartmouth. 

His younger brother, 
Martin Ellsworth Lyle, was 
sent to jail for three years 
for his role in the opera¬ 
tion. Cacchione warned 
Lyle that he had involved 



himself “in a business that 
brings nothing but hard¬ 
ship.” 

In a 2001 raid on the 
Hells Angels clubhouse in 
Halifax, police arrested 20 
people — including Lyle — 
and seized drugs, weapons 
and motorcycles at several 
Nova Scotia properties. 

Although Lyle lived in a 
home valued at $473,000, it 
had few windows and was

protected by a high-tech se¬ 
curity system.

Dalhousie support staff to vote on strike 


Unionized members of 
Dalhousie University’s sup¬ 
port staff are organizing a 
strike vote after talks 
broke off on Monday. 

The Nova Scotia Govern¬ 
ment and General Employ¬ 
ees Union Local 77 said a 


tentative agreement could 
not be reached and it has 
asked the conciliator to file 
his report. 

A strike can be held 14 
days after the report is 
filed, the union said in a 
news release. 


“We weren’t able to 
reach a tentative agree¬ 
ment we could recom¬ 
mend to the membership, 
and we have to move to 
the next step,” union presi¬ 
dent Joan Jessome said in a 
statement, ©aly Thomson

United Way 
agencies get 
transportation 
assistance 


United Way Halifax is of¬ 
fering up funding to its 
agencies for transportation 
as the transit strikes con¬ 
tinues into the third week. 

Carole McDougall, di¬ 
rector of communications 
for United Way Halifax, 
said it “became obvious” in 
the last few days that some 
of the organizations it sup¬ 
ports needed financial 
help getting people to 
things like programs and 
medical appointments. 

“People have been try¬ 
ing to work around this, 
they have been carpooling 
and getting some of the 
volunteers that they have 
involved to help drive peo¬ 
ple,” said McDougall on 
Tuesday. 

“It became obvious to us 
that perhaps there was 
something we could do to 
help.” 

McDougall says United 
Way has offered each of its 
56 agencies $500 for a total 
of about $28,000. 

“We realize that this is a 
... small amount that is not 
going to cover every single 
potential request an 
agency would have, but it’s 
to help with that.”

The federal government 
on Tuesday aimed its pen¬ 
sion-cutting pitch at 
younger Canadians. 

Human Resources Min¬ 
ister Diane Finley said in 
Toronto the coming feder¬ 
al budget will define major 
changes to old age securi¬ 
ty, the program that gives 
about $500 a month to 98 
per cent of people over 65. 

Unless the government 
acts now, younger Canadi¬ 
ans will face impossible 
choices of higher taxes, 
higher deficits or fewer so¬ 
cial programs, she said. 

“We cannot allow our¬ 
selves to be pegged into a 
situation where we are 
faced with a choice be¬ 
tween the country’s finan¬ 
cial security, and our 
commitment to aging 
Canadians who have 
worked long and hard to 
build this great nation.” 

Finley added: “We will 


need to ensure that our 
government has the fiscal 
room to meet the various 
needs of an aging popula¬ 
tion ... without putting an 
undue tax burden on 
younger generations.” 

While other countries 
have acted to increase the 
age of eligibility to keep in

flirtatious exchange with 
Xinhua news agency corre¬ 
spondent Shi Rong. 

Dechert, parliamentary 
secretary to Foreign 
Affairs Minister John 
Baird, has insisted his 
relationship with Shi was 
an innocent friendship. 

“The person is a 
journalist whom I have 
come to know as a friend,” 
Dechert said last year. 

“These emails are flirta¬ 
tious, but the friendship 
remained innocent and 
simply that, a friendship.” 

Their correspondence 
dates back to 2010. “You

Kate spills pup’s name 


One of four versions of Ed¬ 
vard Munch’s masterpiece 
The Scream will be sold 
this spring in New York, 
Sotheby’s auction house 
announced Tuesday. 

Sotheby’s estimates that 
the work, which has 
become a modern icon of 
human anxiety, will sell 
for $80 million or more. 

The 1895 drawing of a 
man holding his head and 
screaming under a 
streaked, blood-red sky is 
being sold by Norwegian 
businessman Petter Olsen, 
whose father was a friend 
and patron of Munch’s. It 
is the only version of The 
Scream still in private 
hands. 

“I have lived with this 
work all my life, and its 
power and energy have on¬ 
ly increased with time,” 
Olsen said. “Now, however, 
I feel the moment has 
come to offer the rest of 
the world a chance to own 
and appreciate this 
remarkable work, which is 
the only version of The 
Scream not in the 


collection of a Norwegian 
museum.” 

The work will lead 
Sotheby’s Impressionist 
and modern sale on May 2. 
Olsen said proceeds will go 
toward the establishment 
of a new museum, art cen¬ 
tre and hotel in Hvitsten, 
Norway, where Olsen’s fa¬ 
ther and Munch were 
neighbours.

The 
record is $106.5 million for 
Picasso’s Nude, Green 
Leaves, and Bust, sold in 
2010 by Christie’s in New 
York. 

The director of the Na¬ 
tional Museum in Oslo, 
Audun Eclchoff, told The 
Associated Press that Nor¬ 
wegian authorities 
approved the Munch sale a 
few months ago.

RIM reveals new 
PlayBook update 


O Company still seen as lagging 
behind in growing tablet market 


Ten months after the re¬ 
lease of Research in Mo¬ 
tion’s first tablet, the 
device finally has an app to 
access email. 

But analysts say it may 
be too late for the Water¬ 
loo, Ont.-based company to 
make a dent in the tablet 
market, particularly with a 
new iPad rumoured to be 
on the way, possibly within 
weeks.

Straight away I 
thought it would be a 
great subject for macrop¬ 
hotography, so I forgot 
about the dishes and got 
out the camera! 

Do you add colours to this 
bubble mixture? 

No, I just use washing-up 
liquid or shampoo — the 
thicker and less diluted, 
the better, so that 
patterns move slower and 


last longer. Like 
fingerprints, no two pat¬ 
terns are ever the same — 
only more colourful. The 
colours are natural and 
anyone can see them with 
the naked eye if they hold 
a flat film of soap in a ring 
and hold it up to the light. 
What inspired you to take 
such colourful photographs? 
My husband Geoffrey. Alt¬ 
hough he is totally blind, 
years of describing things 
to him has made me more 
observant. I notice things 
in more detail these days.

You’ll never forget that im¬ 
age of Rihanna from 2009, 
after she was beaten by her 
then-boyfriend, R&B singer 
Chris Brown. But can you 
forgive? Apparently, Rihan¬ 
na can: On Monday, she re¬ 
leased a remix of her hit 
song Birthday Cake featur¬ 
ing an appearance by 
Brown. 

“I’ve been missing your 
body,” he raps, while she 
adds: “I know you wanna 
bite this, it’s so enticing.” 
(The YouTube video she 
posted has no images, just 
text that says: “Yilces.”) 

Meanwhile, Brown re¬ 
leased a track called Turn 
Up the Music with vocals by 
Rihanna. 

Earlier that day — Rihan¬ 
na’s 24th birthday — the 
duo also tweeted one an¬ 
other sweet messages. 

“HAPPY BIRTHDAY 
ROBYN,” wrote Brown, us¬ 
ing her birth name. Rihan¬ 
na thanked him via 
retweet, just minutes later. 

Their apparent reconcili¬ 
ation comes after contro¬ 
versy last week, when 
Brown was featured promi¬ 
nently at the Grammys, in¬ 


dicating the music industry 
has also forgiven him. 

Tweeting after the show 
last week, musician Miran¬ 
da Lambert wrote: “Where I 
come from, beating up on a 
women is never OK.” 

The whole drama leaves 
us wondering what this 
says to women who have 
been victims of assault 
within a romantic relation¬ 
ship. 

Dr. Sheri Jacobson, clini¬ 
cal director of Harley Thera¬ 
py, a psychotherapy centre, 


believes it could send a dis¬ 
turbing message about how 
maltreatment can be over¬ 
looked, or even accepted: 
“In a romantic sense, it has 
the danger of a creating a 
false reality as not everyone 
has the mental or emotion¬ 
al capacity for change,” she 
tells Metro. 

“Hopefully it won’t en¬ 
courage people to look up 
to Rihanna and Brown as a 
new ideal, and make them 
think it’s OK to go back to a 
violent partner.” 


On the other hand, 
Brown seems to have 
learned from his mistakes. 
He has apologized on televi¬ 
sion for the 2009 incident. 

“I’d like to think that we 
can believe in people to re¬ 
pair, heal and develop,” 
says Jacobson. “Brown ap¬ 
pears to have learned his 
lesson and has certainly 
paid heavily for his behav¬ 
iour toward Rihanna. In 
that light, it would be dis¬ 
tressing if they were to be 
frowned upon — one strike

doves, but what Tyler’s 
movies lack stylistically 
they generally make up in 
box office success. 

This weekend’s Good 
Deeds isn’t likely to make 
Tyler’s name synonymous 
with auteur, but when 
Forbes calls you the high¬ 
est paid man in entertain¬ 
ment — he took home $130 
million between May 2010 
and 2011 — no other title 
really matters. But what if 
you’ve never seen a Tyler 
Perry movie? For the unini¬ 
tiated, here’s a checklist of 
how to spot a Perry film. 

1. Is there a character 
named Mabel (Madea) Sim¬ 
mons? She is the corner¬ 
stone on which Perry built 


his empire. Perry has 
played the argumentative 
character in dozens of pro¬ 
ductions on stage, TV and 
in movies like Madea Goes 
to Jail. Entertainment 
Weekly put the character 
on its end-of-the-decade 
“best-of” list saying, “Tyler 
Perry’s Madea is the pro¬ 
fane, gun-toting granny you 
never had but (maybe) wish 
you did.” Weird accent — 
she says things like, “Hal- 
leluyer! Praise da lort!” — 
and bad behaviour aside, 
Madea is usually used to 
teach a lesson. 

2. Is the story melodramat¬ 
ic, up-lifting and/or redemp¬ 
tive? While none of those 
traits are exclusive to Per¬ 



ry’s films, he manages to 
highlight the melodramatic 
aspects of his stories in 
ways not usually seen out¬ 
side of The Young and the 
Restless. As for uplift and 
redemption, Perry’s deeply 
held religious beliefs 
bleed into his films and 
plots, which frequently 
reference Christian val¬ 
ues. “I don’t want to do 
movies just to do 
movies,” he says. “I 
want to do 
movies that in¬ 
spire, motivate 
and change 
lives.” 

3. Do the crit¬ 
ics hate it? If so, 
it might be a 


Perry film. His average Rot¬ 
ten Tomatoes rating clocks 
in around 50 per cent, and 
The Times suggests that his 
movies have “a little some¬ 
thing for everyone, as long 
as you’re not expecting too 
much.” Does Perry care? 
Not so much. “The high¬ 
brow. They don’t get it,” 
says. 

4. Lastly, and 
his is the 
dead give-a¬ 
way, most 
of his films

My favourite place in Cana¬ 
da would be the Qu’Ap- 
pelle Valley in 
Saskatchewan, specifically 
Lake Katepwa. 

I grew up in 
Saskatchewan and we had 
a cottage there. It’s a veiy 
beautiful valley and kind of 
unexpected (in this area).

It runs north and to the 
east of Regina. The name 
Qu’Appelle is from a Cree 
legend.

The Halifax Mooseheads’ 
modest winning streak 
met its match on Tuesday 
in Saint John, N.B. 

In a game featuring the 
two longest active win¬ 
ning streaks in the 
QMJHL, the Mooseheads 
saw their four-game run 
come to an end with a 4-3 
loss to the host Sea Dogs 
at Harbour Station. 

It was the 12th straight 
win for the first-place Sea 
Dogs, the best streak in 
the QMJHL this season.

O ‘It’s the most uncertainty I’ve ever seen,’ Blue Jackets’ veteran left-winger Umberger says 


On the surface, it’s like any 
other pre-game skate for 
Rick Nash and the Colum¬ 
bus Blue Jackets. 

When Nash barrels in on 
the net and scores during a 
drill, his teammates give 
him a cheer. The mood ap¬ 
pears upbeat. 

But as the NHL trade 
deadline approaches, ru¬ 
mours that Nash could be 
skating with a new team 
continue to swirl. 

The Blue Jackets captain 
has been the face of the 
franchise for nearly a 
decade and he’s made an 
impression on Ohio’s capi¬ 
tal city. The thought of him 
leaving before Monday’s 
deadline is unsettling to 
everyone involved. 

“You try to be profession¬ 
al and handle it the best 
you can, but we’re also hu¬ 
man,” centre Derek 
Mackenzie said Tuesday 
ahead of a 6-3 against the 
San Jose Sharks. “You play 
with these guys for months, 
sometimes years at a time. 
It’s really scary, especially 
when you start hearing 
names like Rick Nash. To 
possibly lose a guy like him, 
I think it weighs on us.” 

While the last-place Blue 
Jackets have played better 
hockey of late, a horrible 
start to the season took 
them out of playoff con¬ 
tention early.

The heart of the transformation to R-Spec from an 
ordinaiy Genesis sedan sits between the front fenders. 
The displacement of the automaker’s Tau-branded V8 has 
been increased to 5.0-litres from 4.6 and the 
horsepower/torque rating to 429 and 376 pound-feet from 
385/333. For comparison, that’s 17 horses more than the 
much-celebrated-by-Ford-fans 5.0 in the Mustang GT. 

The new Hyundai R-Spec, is now the only Genesis V8 
model available in Canada and employs the same power- 
plant as the larger and more luxurious Equus. 


The R-spec theme continues inside with “tuxedo 
black” leather combined with bright trim surround¬ 
ing the control panel and shifter. 

And of course Hyundai’s bells-and-whistles depart¬ 
ment has included most of the desirable items. That 
means you can count on a standard power sunroof, 
memory settings for the power front seats, heated 
front and rear seats plus steering wheel, woodgrain 
trim, front and rear park assist, backup camera and a 
17-spealcer premium sound package. 


Despite the power bulge, the R- 
Spec still returns reasonable fuel 
economy of 13.11/100 1cm city 
and 8.1 highway. 

On the performance front, 
Hyundai expects the R-Spec to 
run zero-to-60-m.p.h. (96 km/h) 
in the low-five-second range, 
which is pretty decent for a hefty

In Aretha Franklin’s mon¬
